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MUTUAL  REPORT,  1 968 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee. 


The  year  has  passed  smoothly  as  usual  so  far  as  the  Health  and  Welfare 
services  of  the  Borough  are  concerned..  As  usual  a  few  records  have  been  broken 
and,  as  usual,  some  are  favourable  and  some  unfavourable.  This  year  most  of 
them  seem  to  be  adverse  rather  than  favourable.  The  favourable  ones  relate 
to  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  in  general  and  to  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  in  particular  which  are  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The  unfavourable 
ones  are  that  we  have  the  highest  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  ever,  we  also 
have  the  highest  number  of  deaths  from  lung-cancer  ever  and  we  also  have  the 
highest  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  ever.  We  also  have  quite  a 
large  drop  in  total  population.  The  high  total  death-rate  may  be  related  to 
the  change  in  age  grouping  of  the  population  in  that  the  percentage  of  senior 
citizens  is  increasing  and  affecting  the  death  figures.  The  fall  in  population 
means,  of  course,  that  the  acute  pressure  of  housing  accommodation  is  easing 
and  the  opportunity  is  presented  to  take  active  steps  to  improve  the  town 
by  demolishing  the  worst  of  our  unfit  houses.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
opportunity  will  not  be  allowed  to  slip  away. 

This  year's  cover  again  shows  three  items  of  topical  interest  during  the 
year.  The  poem  about  Scunthorpe  was  composed  by  a  member  of  this  staff  and  used 
in  an  advertisement  in  the  hope  that  it  would  draw  attention  and  attract 
applications  for  some  scarce  personnel  which  were  required.  The  advertisement 
did  in  fact  achieve  its  aim.  and  brought  in  both  the  applications  and  the 
personnel  who  were  being  sought  after.  The  item  showing  writing  in  foreign 
languages  is  a  copy  of  an  advertisement  which  was  published  in  the  local  papers. 

The  aim  was  to  give  welcome  and  help  to  our  new  immigrant  mothers  in  the  town. 

It  advises  that  a  nurse- interpreter  has  been  appointed  and  is  employed  at  the 
clinics  and  invites  mothers  to  come  to  the  clinic  and  talk  over  their  problems 
with  the  interpreter.  The  two  languages  used,  are  Urdu  and  Hindi.  The  third 
picture  shows  the  new  Borough,  ambulance.  This  vehicle  has  a  special  rear  lift 
and  gives  access  for  wheelchair  patients  and  for  persons  who  are  too  handicapped 
to  get  into  an  ordinary  bus  or  car.  The  Lindsey  County  Council  were,  in  fact, 
asked  to  provide  such  a  vehicle  or  vehicles  as  a,  welfare  provision  and  refused, 
and  it  was  left  to  the  Borough  Council  to  buy  this  vehicle  for  the  use  of  the 
Borough  residents. 

The  Borough  Community  Centres,  working  under  their  individual  local  committees, 
have  recently  turned  their  attention  to  voluntary  work  for  the  elderly  with 
remarkable  success,  A  scheme  for  Luncheon  Clubs  for  the  elderly  has  been  worked 
out  in  co-operation  with  the  W.R.V.3.  and  the  first  Luncheon  Club  has  been 
started  at  the  Brumby  Community  Centre.  This  Luncheon  Club  has  been  very 
successful  indeed  and  a  considerable  extension  to  the  scheme  is  planned  whereby 
the  other  Community  Centres  will  also  form  their  own  Luncheon  Clubs.  This 
scheme  will  be  a  great  help  to  the  present  Day  Centre  for  old  people  which  has 
been  running  at  34 5  High  Street  and  can  be  considered  to  be  an  extension  of  methods 
of  dealing  with  the  same  problems  but  approaching  it  from  opposite  ends  of  the 
scale.  This  department  approached  the  problem  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
most  seriously  isolated  being  given  the  advantage  of  the  Day  Centre  and  a  hot 
lunch  first  and  then  extending  the  service  to  those  not  so  severely  handicapped. 

The  Community  Centres  appear  to  be  starting  at  the  other  end  of  the  scale; 
that  is  among  the  healthy  and  the  agile  who  would  like  to  come  out  to  the  Centres 
for  3.  meal  and  some  recreation  and  games.  Ultimately,  if  the  two  services 
expand,  we  will  cover  the  whole  of  our  elderly  citizens  and  will  be  encouraging 
transfers  from  one  group  to  another  according  to  interests  and  abilities. 
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To  bring  such  a  scheme  to  full  fruition  a  central  kitchen  preparing  meals  for 
the  Day  Centres,  the  Community  Centres  and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  appears 
to  he  a  logical,  economic  and  time  and  labour  saving  development.  ^his  was 
suggested  in  a  report  presented  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  of  last 
year  but  so  far  it  has  not  been  developed  any  further.  There  is  no  reason  why 
the  Borough  ambulance  should  not  be  used  to  take  handicapped  persons  and  house¬ 
bound  persons  to  the  Luncheon  Clubs  run  at  the  Community  Centres,  the  only 
reason  this  is  not  being  done  at  the  moment  is  because  the  vehicle  is  already 
fully  used  on  this  department’s  schemes. 

Fluoridation  of  water  supplies  has  been  taken  a  step  further  in  that  one 
fluoridation  plant  came  into  operation  during  the  year.  The  two  other  plants 
are  expected  to  be  completed  and  in  operation  within  a  very  few  months.  When 
the  three  plants  are  fully  operational  the  whole  of  the  town's  water  supply 
will  be  fluoridated. 

The  Health  and  Welfare  department  participated  in  Family  Day  at  Quibell 
Park  by  taking  a  stall  for  health  propaganda  and  for  the  sale  of  goods  made  both, 
at  34,  High  Street  Centre  and  the  Remedial  Recreational  Club  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  good  publicity  and  good  sales  was  achieved.  Family  Day  itself  was 
a  great  success. 

Last  year  I  noted  that  the  long  legal  wrangle  between  the  Borough  and  the 
County  Council  regarding  who  should  run  the  St.  Luke’s  Junior  Training  Centre 
and  Special  Care  Unit  was  brought  to  an  end  when  the  Borough  was  completely 
vindicated  in  its  attitude.  After  the  dispute  went  to  the  Ministry  the  Ministry 
ruled,  that  the  County  Clerk  was  wrong  in  refusing  to  hand  over  the  Centre.  The 
Centre  came  under  the  Borough's  control  on  the  1st  April  and  has  improved  remarks 
in  a  very  short  time.  The  children  that  such  centres’  are  designed  to  serve 
must  be  assessed  very  carefully  on  their  aptitude  and  abilities  much  more  than  or 
their  age,  and  age  should  not  be  used  as  an  excluding  factor  to  keep  the  childrer 
out  of  the  Centre.  It  was  found  that  routine  age  restrictions  were  being 
applied  and  that  no  child  below  the  age  of  5  was  normally  admitted.  Such 
rules  were  immediately  dispensed  with  and  the  children  were  admitted  as  soon  as 
they  were  considered  to  be  suitable.  At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  the  questior 
of  whether  a  child  could,  with  advantage,  be  transferred  to  a  school  or  not 
was  also  dealt  with  so  rigidly 'that  transfers  were  virtually  non-existent.  This 
was  replaced  with  an  informal  arrangement  whereby,  provided  the  parents  and  the 
teachers  in  both  establishments  were  agreeable,  the  child  was  given  a  trial  and  i 
this  proved  successful  then  the  informal  action  was  formalised  and  made  permanent 
The  Special  Care  Section  of  St.  Luke's  Centre  is  of  course  too  small.  It 
was  known  to  be  too  small  before  it  was  built ,  because  my  advice  was  that  it 
should  be  built  for  24  children  and  the  County  built  it  for  12.  They  have 
allowed  it  to  be  overloaded  to  the  extent  that  they  accepted  18  children. 

There  is  a  waiting  list  and  the  number  that  should  probably  be  catered  for  in  the 
area  is  something  like  30.  An  extension  of  this  section  is  a  matter  of  urgency 
and  a  scheme  has  already  been  referred  to  the  County  Council  for  their  consider¬ 
ation. 

Preventive  medicine  is  never  spectacular  and  routine  immunisation  and 
vaccination  procedures  in  the  towp  go  on  as  usual.  This  year  we  do  have  an 
innovation  in  that  for  the  first  time  a  vaccine  is  available  against  measles 
and  this  is  already  being  used  in  the  town. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  Health  Visitors  had  increased  to  the 
point  that  liaison  schemes  with  the  General  Practitioners  were  again  becoming 
possible  and  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  whereby  all  the  large  group  practices 
will  have  a  Health  Visitor  attached  part-time  as  from  January,  1969* 
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Midwives  have  already  been  allocated  to  work  with  the  various  practices  and 
consideration  is  being  given  to  bringing  the  District  Nurses  into  closer 
contact  and  liaison  with  the  General  Practitioners,  Experience  has  already 
given  the  warning  that  these  schemes  tend  to  absorb  more  nursing  time  than 
the  older  methods  and  therefore  staffing  ratios  will  require  to  be  increased 
if  the  schemes  are  to  be  really  successful.

Population  of  the  Borough 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of  the 
Borough  in  1968  was  69,760,  a  decrease  of  1,250  over  the  mid-year  figure 
for  1967«  A  fall  in  population  has  only  occurred  four  times  previously 
in  Scunthorpe's  history,  the  last  time  being  in  1951*  The  estimated 
migratory  loss,  which  is  the  fall  in  population  plus  the  natural  increase 
in  population,  is  the  highest  that  has  ever  been  estimated.  It  is 
calculated  that  1,919  more  people  moved  out  of  Scunthorpe  between  mid 
1967  and  mid  1968  than  came  to  Scunthorpe,  It  may  be  that  a  considerable 
number  of  those  who  are  calculated  as  having  left  Scunthorpe  only  proceed* 
to  housing  developments  just  beyond  the  Borough  boundaries,  and  that  one 
of  the  causes  of  this  apparent  regression  in  the  development  is  the 
redevelopment  of  areas  of  high  density  housing  within  the  Borough  to  provic 
more  breathing  space  per  person.  Though  no  definite  figure  per  acre  may 
be  claimed  as  the  ideal  population  density  for  comfortable,  healthy  and 
economic  living in  an  urban  community,  the  ideal  number  is  now  thought  to 
be  below  that  previously  considered  acceptable,  and  probably  not  much  abovs 
Scunthorpe's  present  figure  of  about  9  per  acre. 

The  birth  rate  for  Scunthorpe  rose  for  the  first  time  in  five  years 
while  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole  continued  to  fall.  The  illegitimate 
birth  rate,  that  proportion  of  live  births  which  are  illegitimate,  also 
rose  in  1 968  to  a  level  slightly  above  its  previous  peak  in  1966.

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DEATHS  1968 


651  deaths  occurred  amongst  the  citizens  of  Scunthorpe  this  year,  as 
compared  with  607  in  1967 9  giving  a  crude  or  recorded  death  rate  of  9 .33 
deaths  per  1,000  inhabitants,  and  a  standardised  death  rate  of  13*81  deaths 
per  1,000  inhabitants.  This  standardised  rate  of  13*81  may  be  directly 
compared  with  that  for  the  whole  country  of  11*9?  giving  a  ratio  of  1.1 6, 
and  this  ratio  gives  an  indication  of  how  the  length  of  the  average  life 
in  Scunthorpe  compares  with  that  of  the  average  life  elsewhere  in  the 
country.  The  higher  the  ratio  above  unity,  the  shorter  the  average  life 
in  Scunthorpe.  In  1968  this  ratio  is  on  the  upper  limit  of  the  normal  range 
of  fluctuation  as  experienced  over  the  past  10  years,  during  which  time  the 
figure  has  varied  by  0,05  units,  about  the  mean  of  1.11. 

An  important  article  published  in  the  Lancet  on  20th  April,  1968,  produced 
evidence  of  a  correlation  between  the  hardness  of  the  water  in  an  area, 
and  the  standardised  death  rate  of  that  area,  In  hard  water  areas  people 
appeared  to  die  at  a  slower  rate  than  in  soft  water  areas,  the  difference 
being  most  marked  in  deaths  due  to  cardiovascular  disease  and  bronchitis,  but 
detectable  also  in  many  other  causes  of  death,  such  as  infant  mortality 
generally,  or  cancer  of  the  uterus.  As  Scunthorpe’s  water  supply  was  changed 
in  1958  from  being  one  of  relatively  hard  water  to  be  one  of  relatively 
soft  water,  it  became  a  matter  of  considerable  interest  as  to  whether  the 
change  in  the  quality  of  the  water  was  associated  with  a  change  in  the 
standardised  death  rate.  As  standardised  death  rates  are  only  available 
from  1952,  there  is  not  a  very  long  base  line  from  which  to  make  comparisons, 
and  though  Scunthorpe’s  figures  are,  on  the  average,  definitely  worse  after 
1958  than  before  it,  the  deterioration  is  within  the  normal  range  of  fluctuation 
and  might,  by  itself,  ,  be  due  to  chance.  In  the  absence  of  accurate 
figures  for  the  age  structure  of  a  population  in  non-census  years,  the  best 
place  to  look  for  an  effect  from  a  change  with  a  much  higher  correlation 
to  cardiovascular  disease  than  to  non-cardiovascular  diseases  is  in  the 
yearly  proportion  of  deaths  from  cardiovascular  disease  to  all  deaths.  The 

yearly  proportion  of  deaths  from  the  three  main  cardiovascular  groups, 
both  individually  and  collectively,  is  graphed  herewith.  From  inspection 
of  these  graphs  it  will  be  clear  that  (a)  there  is  no  evidence  here  of  any 
such  change,  and,  (b)  that  the  irregularities  in  the  causal  groupings  are 
such  that  no  such  evidence  is  likely  to  be  available  from  the  facts  collectable 
within  Scunthorpe.  The  accuracy  of  the  diagnostic  procedures  which  differentiate 
between  the  various  causal,  categories  is  insufficient  to  support  much  weight 
of  statistical  calculation.  Scunthorpe's  standardised  death  rate  definitely 
took  a  turn  for  the  worse  sometime  during  the  fifties,  together  with  the 
infant  mortality  rate,  but  there  is  no  definite  evidence  that,  in  either  case, 

'chis  was  one  to  a  change  in  the  hardness  of  the  water. 

In  1968  a  new  classification  of  the  causes  of  death  was  introduced  by 
the  Registrar-General.  Instead  of  all  deaths  being  graphed  under  .36  causes, 
as  in  the  past,  the  Registrar-General  nowT  uses  the  internationally  agreed 
List  B  of  50  Causes  for  Tabulation  of  Mortality,  which  list,  with  further 
sub-divisions  introduced  by  the  Registrar-General,  gives  a  total  of  65 
separate  headings.  The  main  groups  of  diseases  for  statistical  purposes  are 
not  altered,  though  sometimes  a  different  name  is  used.  Thus  coronary 
disease,  Angina,  has  become  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease,  and  Vascular  Lesions 
of  the  Central  Nervous  System,  have  become  Cerebrovascular  Disease.  Under 
its  new  name,  Coronary  disease  remained  the  principal  cause  of  death,  28$ 
of  all  male  deaths,  24$  of  all  female  deaths,  nearly  26$  of  total  deaths 
being  thus  caused  in  1968,  compared  with  23$  in  1967  and  18$  in  1 966 • 
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Cerebrovascular  Disease,  formerly  known  as  Vascular  Lesions  of  the 
Nervous  system,  remains,  in  the  case  of  females,  the  second  most  important 
cause  of  death,  causing  15$  of  all  deaths,  but,  in  the  case  of  males  was 
beaten,  as  it  was  last  year,  by  both  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Other  Malignant 
Neoplasms. 

If  the  Registrar-General's  causes  are  grouped  into  categories,  the  usual 
order  of  importance  is  maintained,  with  heart  trouble  causing  219  deaths, 
cancer  140,  chest  trouble  5 6  and  accidents  35 • 

The  proportion  of  deaths  due  to  chest  trouble  -  8.6$  in  1968 5  8.1$  in 
1967;  11$  in  1966;  10.5$  in  1 965 5  11$  in  1964;  11.5$  in  1963;  10$  in  1962 
and  10.5$  in  1961  -  has  fallen  slightly  in  the  past  two  years,  to  a  figure 
rather  below  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  though 
still  above  that  of  rural  areas  as  a  whole.  At  the  moment,  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  mortality  returns,  the  amount  of  air  pollution  in  Scunthorpe 
would  not  appear  to  constitute  a  serious  problem. 

47$  of  all  male  deaths  occurred  before  65,  but  only  29$  of  the  female 
deaths.  46$  of  females  were  75  and.  over  when  they  died,  but  only  24$  of 

males.  Over  13$  of  the  women  who  died  were  85  or  more,  less  than  5$  of  the 

men  were.  But  the  oldest  person  to  die  was  a  man  of  99 «

INFANT  DEATHS  1968 


Twenty  seven  infants  died  "before  their  first  birthday,  three  less 
than  in  19^7,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  1968  of  20.45  deaths 
jelow  one  year  for  every  1,000  live  births.  Though  an  improvement  on  19^7? 
this  figure  is  still  above  that  for  England  and  Wales.  For  Scunthorpe's 
figures  to  have  been  better  than  those  of  the  rest  of  the  country,  four 
of  these  children  would  have  had  to  have  been  saved. 

Prematurity  was  the  sole  or  principal  cause  of  death  in  eleven  out 
of  the  thirteen  cases  that  occurred  in  the  first  week,  but  at  this  point, 
the  early  neo-natal  mortality,  the  position  in  Scunthorpe  was  better  than 
that  of  the  rest  of  the  country.  When  deaths  within  the  first  few  weeks 
of  life  are  considered;  the  neo-natai  mortality;  Scunthorpe's  figures  are 
again  satisfactorily  low.  It  is  in  the  case  of  the  post  neo-natal  mortality 
i.e0  those  deaths  taking  place  between  four  weeks  and  one  year,  that  the  excess 
deaths  occur  which  put  Scunthorpe's  figures  above  the  average.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  any  of  the  deaths  from  congenital  abnormalities,  four 
of  which  occurred  at  this  period,  could  have  been  prevented,  but  the  deaths 
from  bronchopneumonia,  three  of  which  occurred  at  this  period,  the  two 
deaths  from  other  respiratory  conditions,  the  death  from  gastro-enteritis 
and  the  two  accidental  deaths  must  be  considered  to  some  extent  avoidable. 

As  is  quite  often  the  case  in  Scunthorpe,  the  mortality  rate  for 
illegitimate  children  is  below  that  for  legitimate  children,  but  this 
is  of  no  statistical  significance. 

28  still-births  occurred,  giving  a  still-birth  rate  of  20.77 
per  1,000  live  and  still-births,  compared  with  the  rate  of  14*2  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  This  is  a  rather  disappointing  total,  in  view  of  the  much  better 
perinatal  figures  that  there  have  been  in  recent  years.  This  high  rate  for 
still-births  puts  up  the  infant  mortality  rate  to  a  figure  of  30.42,  compared 
with  a  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  2p. 
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NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY 


The  Neo-Natal  Mortality  Rate  is  the  number  of  babies  under  four  weeks 
of  age  who  died  during  the  year,  related  to  the  number  of  live  births  in 
the  same  year.  This  year  fifteen  babies  in  this  age  group  died,  twelve  in 
the  first  seven  days  of  life.

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CANCER 


One  hundred  and  forty  deaths  occurred  from  cancer,  just  over  one  fifth 
of  all  deaths.  The  cancer  fatility  rate,  which  is  the  number  of  persons 

dying  of  cancer  per  1 ,000  population  in  the  year  was  the  highest  in  the 
history  of  the  Borough.  This  at  least  hints  that  the  treatment  of  diseases 
apart  from  cancer  is  being  successful  -  the  longer  people  are  kept  alive, 
the  more  likely  they  axe  to  die  of  cancer,  since,  in  the  long  run,  they 
have  to  die  of  something. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  continued  to  increase,  with  a  very  marked 
difference  in  the  incidence  between  the  sexes.  Cancer  of  the  lung  was 
nearly  ten  times  more  common  in  males  than  females.  Though  cigarette 
consumption  between  males  and  females  is  hardly  likely  to  vary  by  so  wide 
a  margin,  the  figure  may  be  explained  by  the  excess  numbers  of  really  heavy 
smokers  amongst  the  males,  plus,  possibly,  a  greater  likelihood  of  males 
being  exposed  to  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  course  of  their  employment.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Including  tuberculosis,  1131  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  to  the  Health  Department  during  1968.  Cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  discovered  during  the  investigation  of  the  notified 
cases,  and  cases  of  non-notifiable  disease,  bring  the  total  number  of  known 
Oases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough  in  1968  to  2,099.  These  figures 
are  higher  than  the  corresponding  ones  for  1967,  but  lower  than  those  for 
1966.  700  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  which  is  the  first  time  since 

1956,  when  it  was  908,  that  the  number  notified  has  come  between  500  and  1,000. 
Usually,  the  number  is  below  500  in  a  "non-measles"  year,  or  over  1,000  in 
a  "measles"  year,  1968  was  due  to  be  a  "measles"  year,  with  the  peak  of  the 
epidemic  occurring  in  the  Autumn.  By  immunisation  of  th°  groups  of  children 
most  at  risk,  with  the  new  vaccine,  which  became  available  in  April  1968, 
it  was  hoped  to  prevent  almost  completely  the  expected  outbreak. 

Unfortunately,  the  epidemic  came  along  rather  sooner  than  expected,  and 
there  was  392  cases  in  July.  Therefore,  the  number  of  cases  diminished 
rapidly  and  there  seems  little  reason  to  doubt  that  the  791  immunisations 
given  against  measles  in  1968  prevented  about  the  same  number  of  cases  of 
measles. 

Dysentery,  which  is  endemic  in  Scunthorpe,  remained  the  second  commonest 
infectious  disease,  with  310  cases  notified,  and  scarlet  fever  was  the  third 
commonest  with  43.  There  was  a  welcome  fall  in  the  amounts  of  whooping 
cough  and  infectious  hepatitis,  from  161  to  31  and  43  to  14  respectively. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  was  the  lowest  ever.  There 
were  two  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  and  two  deaths 
from  infectious  hepatitis,  shown  under  "Other  Infective  and  Parasitic 
diseases". 

There  were  23  cases  of  food  poisoning,  which  all  occurred  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year.  In  12  cases  the  causative  agent  was  identified.  There 
were  4  cases  due  to  salmonella  heidleburg,  seven  due  to  staphylococcus  aureus 
and  one  case  due  to  salmonella  anatum.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  daily  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  readings  were  not  continued 
this  year,  mainly  because  the  programme  of  the  National  Survey  was 
completed.  Records  have  been  kept  since  1962  and  the  picture  presented 
by  the  readings  showed  that  the  creation  of  smoke  control  areas  reduced 
the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere. 

The  quinquennial  survey  of  pollution  by  means  of  deposit  gauges 
and  lead  peroxide  cylinders  was  carried  out. 

Three  stations  had  to  be  abandoned  because  of  continual  breakages 
by  high  winds  and  vandals  (Foxhills  School,  Technical  College  and  Ferry 
Road  West).  One  station  was  moved  approximately  100  yards  on  account 
of  building  operations  (Health  and  Welfare  Department  replaced  Police 
Station) . 

The  results  can  be  said  to  be  encouraging.  At  three  of  the  stations 
there  were  noticeable  decreases  in  pollution  (Brumby  Hospital’,  Health 
Depot  and  Health  and  Welfare  Dept.).  The  sewage  works  showed  the 
highest  sulphur  dioxide  reading  since  1954,  whilst  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  total  solids  from  the  previous  year. 

INDUSTRIAL  POLLUTION. 


The  Alkali  Inspector  continues  to  be  in  control  of  air  pollution  from 
the  iron  and  steel  industry. 

During  the  year,  the  failure  of  the  dust  arresting  plant  at  one  of  the 
major  steelworks  caused  considerable  concern  in  the  town.

The  number  of  vans  on  the  municipal  site  at  Manifold  Road  still  continues 
to  decrease.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  49  vans,  compared  with  89 
the  previous  year.  Four  site  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
all  proving  generally  satisfactory.  20  Caravans  were  inspected  on  the  site, 

3  contraventions  being  noted,  and  all  being  remedied  within  a  short  period. 

The  private  site  still  operates  with,  its  maximum  capacity  of  40  caravans. 

Two  inspections  of  the  site  were^  carried  out  and  5  caravan  inspections  were 
carried  out  in  connection  with  overcrowding  and  living  conditions*  Two 
contxa.venf.ions  were  noted  and  both  were  abated  during  the  year. 

The  land  on  Station  Road,  adjacent  to  the  cattle  market  continues  to  be  used 
as  winter  quarters  for  showmen.  The  site  generally  houses  about  15  vans  and 
is  usually  left  in  a  tidy  state  when  the  families  leave  for  the  annual  round 
of  fairs.

Attention  was  drawn  during  the  year  to  the  pocket  of  houses  in  the 
town  where  the  council  have  purchased  houses  and  boarded  them  up  rather  than 
repair  and  re-let.  These  have  given  the  neighbourhood  a  detrimental  look 
and  plans  are  in  being  for  the  various  areas  of  the  town  to  be  fully 
surveyed  with  a  view  to  some  form  of  action  being  taken. 

There  are  18  premises  still  without  water  in  the  house:  11  have  either 
water  in  the  wash  house  or  a  stand  pipe  in  the  yard  and  7  of  the  premises 
are  empty  (3  awaiting  redevelopment  into  shops  and  flats).  1  is  in  an 
approved  clearance  area  and  3  in  an  area  of  the  town  which  redevelopment 
by  demolition  is  expected. 

Of  the  occupied  11,  1  is  a  bungalow  with  no  water  supply  within  a 
reasonable  distance,  2  are  in  an  approved  clearance  area  and  the  remainder 
are  in  the  main  owner/occupiers  who  do  not  have  any  spare  capital  to  spend 
on  improvement  in  their  houses.

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REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE . 


During  the  year,  a  Central  Maintenance  Depot  was  set  up  by 
the  Borough  for  all  vehicles  and  plant.  The  repair,  maintenance 
and  cleaning  of  the  Refuse  and  Salvage  vehicles  and  the  maintenance 
of  the  Pulverising  Plant  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor’s  Department  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  new  arrangement  will 
result  in  increased  economy  and  efficiency. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  of  1968  came  into  force  and  gave  more 
control  over  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish  and  also  dealt  with 
abandoned  cars. 

To  help  householders,  the  municipal  tip  has  been  opened  to  persons 
wishing  to  bring  in  their  own  rubbish  and  this  system  has  worked  well.

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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


It  was  necessary  to  close  the  male  section  of  the  conveniences  in 
Cole  Street  due  to  continued  vandalism. 

The  male  arid  female  toilets  in  Market  Hill  were  demolished  in  the 
redevelopment  programme  and  replaced  by  mobile  toilets.  At  first  the 
toilets  remained  open  until  midnight,  but  it  was  found  necessary  to 
close  part  in  the  early  evening  and  part  at  10.  p.m.  This  was  because 
of  misuse  and  vandalism- 

The  problem  of  vandalism  is  serious.  One  solution  is  full  staffing 
from  early  morning  until  late  at  night.  Unfortunately,  this  type  of 
employment  does  not  suit  the  young  and  fit  and  attendants  are  in  the  main, 
middle  aged  or  elderly.  In  any  event  they  are  no  match  for  certain  of 
the  '’tearaways”  that  infest  the  conveniences.  It  has  been  felt  that  it 
was  cheaper  to  repair  rather  than  staff  and  the  toilets  at  Market  Hill 
and  Britannia  Corner  are  now  only  manned  from  8  a.m  to  4  p.m.  (  7  p.m. 
on  market  days),-  The  toilets  remain  open  until  late  at  night  and  are 
closed  by  Securicor 

Charges  for  Wash  and  Brush  up  were  discontinued  during  the  year 
and  all  services  available  at  the  conveniences  are  now  free  of  charge.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVI CES 


A  new  Clinic  was  opened  in  June  of  this  year  at  the  Community  Centre,  East 
imon  Lane,  for  the  Brumby  Area,  and  sessions  are  held  there  fortnightly  on 
iday  mornings.  The  table  below  shows  the  attendances  at  the  various  Clinics. 
i  attendances  made  during  1968  totalled  28,030,  nearly  4%  up  on  the  attendances 

•  1967.  (See  table,  page  98  ). 

Sessions  for  taking  blood  samples  from  expectant  mothers  continued  to  be 
d  at  Parkinson  Avenue  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month.  29  expectant 
;hers  attended  during  1968. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  were  held  at  Parkinson  Avenue, 
lby  and  Riddings.  28  mothers-to-be  made  174  attendances  at  Riddings;  89 
le  363  attendances  at  Ashby,  and  216  made  409  attendances  at  Parkinson  Avenue, 
s  is  more  than  double  the  number  of  mothers  who  attended  in  1967  and  it  is 
ttifying  to  know  that  these  mothercraft  classes,  which  are  so  important  for 
!  healthy  development  of  the  babies  and  the  tranquility  of  the  mothers,  are 
jreciated. 

Child  welfare  centres  have  been  the  subject  of  qn  inquiry  by  a  government 
imittee  and  their  findings,  the  Sheldon  Report,  were  published  last  year. 

:  Report  concludes  -  "We  are  in  no  doubt  about  the  continuing  need  for  a 
•ventive  service  to  safeguard  the  health  of  children. . .Routine  medical  exam- 
itions  should  be  made  when  the  infant  first  attends  the  clinic,  again  at 
lonths  of  age  and  at  about  the  time  of  each  birthday  until  the  fourth, , . . 
i  early  detection  of  physical,  mental  and  emotional  defects  is  a  major  duty 
the  child  health  doctor.  More  comprehensive  assessment  is  a  matter  for 
‘erral  through  the  family  doctor  to  the  hospital  service".  Other  functions 
the  Child  Health  Service  are  listed  as  advice  on  infant  nutrition  and  hygiene, 
*ent  counselling,  health  education  and  immunisation. 

In  Scunthorpe  mothers  are  encouraged  to  bring  their  toddlers  for  "birthday 
licals",  A  special  session  was  started  at  Ashby  Clinic  in  February,  in 
lition  to  those  being  held  at  Parkinson  Avenue  and  Riddings  Clinics. 

114  defects  were  found  in  5^4  children  examined  at  all  toddlers  clinics, 
these  defects,  48  were  referred  for  further  treatment;  the  other  66  are 
'ely  being  observed  and  should  correct  themselves  naturally. 

Midwives  continued  to  conduct  antenatal  examinations  at  Parkinson  Avenue 
Thursday  afternoons  on  those  women  who  found  it  more  convenient  to  be 
imined  at  a  Clinic  than  in  their  own  homes,  76  mothers  attended  prena tally 

*  a  total  of  553  examinations,  and  six  mothers  attended  for  post  natal 
imination.

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CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 


The  Lincoln  Diocesan  Board  for  Social  Welfare  continued  to 
act  as  the  agents  of  the  Borough  Council  in  carrying  out  this  service 
by  making  appropriate  enquiries  into  cases  where  difficulties  are 
anticipated,  and  bringing  to  the  Council’s  notice  those  cases  where 
financial  assistance  is  required  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  at 
a  Mother  and  Baby  Home.  During  1968  grants  were  made  in  7  cases  for 
accommodation  at  such  homes  for  periods  of  14--  16  weeks* 


PREMATURE  BABY  SERVICE 

A  premature  baby  is  defined  as  one  weighing  5i"  lbs  or  less  at  birth. 

As  the  birth  weight  is  made  the  sole  criterion  of  prematurity,  it  is  likely 
that  some  full  term  infants  of  low  birth  weight  due  to  defective  intra¬ 
uterine  nutrition  are  included  in  the  return,  and  it  is  possible  that  seme 
infants  of  short  gestational  period  are  excluded  because  of  their  high 
birth  weight. 

71  premature  babies  were  bom  in  Scunthorpe  in  1968,  as  compared  with 
74  in  1967.  Only  2  of  these  took  place  outside  hospital,  both  were 
immediately  transferred  to  hospital,  and  both  survived. 

Of  the  69  premature  births  which  occurred  in  hospital,  11  died.  5 
babies  were  below  2  lbs  3  ozs  and  they  all  died  within  24  hours.  9  babies 
were  between  2  lbs  3  ozs  and  3  lbs  4  ozs  and  of  these  4  died,  only  one 
survived  the  first  day,  to  die  within  a  week.  Of  the  9  babies  between 
3  lbs  4  ozs  and  4  lbs  6  ozs  all  survived  the  first  24  hours,  but  two  died 
during  the  first  week.  All  babies  over  4  lbs  6  ozs  survived. 

The  care  of  the  premature  babies  being  nursed  at  home  required  719 
visits  by  the  premature  baby  nurse,  compared  with  1,270  visits  during  1967* 


THE  "AT  RISK”  REGISTER 

The  "At  Risk”  register,  started  in  1963,  represents  all  those  children 
who  are  known  to  have  a  slightly  greater  risk  of  showing  some  deviation  from 
the  normal  in  their  development  than  ether  children  who  have  not  been  brought 
particularly  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department.  Health  Visitors  keep 
an  especially  watchful  eye  on  these  children  and  their  progress  is  reviewed 
at  regular  intervals.  If,  with  the  passage  of  time,  the  developmental 
milestones,  which  were  at  risk,  are  successfully  passed,  the  children  are 
removed  from  the  register.  If  a  definite  handicap  is  diagnosed,  registration 
of  that  fact  is  made,  but  they  are  still  retained  on  the  "At  Risk"  register, 
as  it  is  unfortunately  true  that  a  child  with  one  definite  handicap  is  more 
likely  to  have  another  than  a  child  about  whom  no  information  is  available. 

At  the  start  of  1968,  800  were  on  the  register.  603  were  removed  during 
the  year  and  463  added,  giving  a  total  of  660  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 
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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE  1968 


The  District  Midwives  normally  conduct  domiciliary  confinements  by 
Hfnselves,  sending  for  the  General  Practitioner  if  they  find  they  need 
H leal  aid. 

It  is  important  that  the  General  Practitioner ,  Midwife  and  the  various 
Lfel  Health  Authority  services  work  as  a  team  for  the  benefit  of  the  women 
n their  care.  To  this  end,  the  midwives  attend  the  General  Practitioners' 
M  cly  antenatal  sessions  and  see  their  patients  together  with  the  doctors. 


Also  each  patient  carries  a  co-operation  card  which  she  produces  each 
e  she  is  examined.  Reports  of  all  examinations  made  and  results  of 
estigations  (blood  tests ,  X-rays  etc.)  are  marked  on  this  card  so  that  the 
ormation  is  available  when  she  is  next  seen.  Whether  by  midwife ,  general 
ctitioner  or  hospital  doctor. 

At  the  beginning  of  1968  the  number  of  Midwives  employed  was  eight. 

I  Midwife  resigned  during  the  year  and  was  not  replaced,  as  the  demand 
home  Midwifery  is  gradually  falling  owing  to  the  rise  in  hospital 
M issions. 

One  specially  trained  Midwife  is  engaged  on  the  care  of  premature 
des.  The  Midwives  attended  118  mothers  at  their  home  confinements, 

H  compared  with  205  in  1967.  At  14  of  these  home  confinements  a  doctor 
N  present  at  the  birth,  but  in  the  other  104  cases  the  Midwife  officiated 

H  >ne. 

The  care  of  these  mothers  required  1,968  visits.  In  addition  5,012 
■  le  visits  wex’e  paid  looking  after  the  950  mothers,  who  having  had  their 
>ies  in  hospital,  returned  home  before  the  tenth  day. 

The  ante-natal  care  of  mothers  required  5>015  visits  to  the  houses  of 
liients,  245  social  visits  were  paid  to  see  whether  home  conditions  were 
|  .table  for  home  confinements,  and  1,398  other  visits  were  found  necessary 
the  course  of  providing  the  service.  Thus  a  total  of  13 >638  visits  to  homes 
U  'e  made  by  the  Borough  Midwives  in  1968. 

This  is  a  decreadfe  of  928  from  the  number  of  visits  in  1967,  a  fall  of  6 % 
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HEALTH  VISITORS 


Trained  health  visitors  have  been  difficult  to  recruit  because  of  their 
scarcity  but  for  the  last  few  years  the  Borough  has  pursued  a  policy  of 
recruiting  trainees  and  sending  them  for  training.  This  policy  is  now 
showing  results  and  this  year  3  newly  qualified  health  visitors  joined  the 
Borough  Staff.  One  health  visitor  resigned  however  leaving  a  nett  gain  of 
two. 

The  improvement  in  the  staffing  position  is  reflected  in  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  visits  paid  by  health  visitors,  as  itemised  below.  14,618 
visits  were  paid,  compared  with  8,095  last  year.

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GERIATRIC  VISITORS 


This  scheme  was  outlined  in  the  Socialist  Commentary  of  January,  1966, 
part  of  a  very  comprehensive  survey  of  future  social  policy  for  our  old 
pie.  The  Borough  Council  approved  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  of 
iatric  Visitors  but  the  County  Council  would  not  approve  it  and  only 
owed  it  to  be  started  provided  any  Geriatric  Visitors  so  appointed  were 
d  against  any  unfilled  Health  Visitors  establishment  post.  The  scheme 
.rted  with  one  part-time  nurse  and  has  quite  rapidly  expanded  until  there 
now  5  qualified  nurses,  all  part-time  workers,  operating  the  scheme, 
se  nurses  work  in  co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  town 
take  their  case-loads  from  the  General  Practitioner.  They  do  not  overlap 
ctices  but  one  Geriatric  Visitor  usually  works  with  more  than  one  practice 
ept  in  the  case  of  the  large  group  practices.  The  visitors  maintain 
tact  on  behalf  of  the  doctors  with  the  old  people  in  the  practice, 
y  also  ensure  that  the  older  patients  obtain  the  various  social  and  welfare 
■vices  when  they  are  required.  During  the  year  these  visitors  paid  4,191 
its  to  the  homes  of  old  people.  This  is  a  considerable  increase  on  the 
70  visits  they  paid  in  1967. 

For  the  last  6  months  of  the  year  a  more  detailed  analysis  of  work  done 
caseloads  carried  was  undertaken  in  an  attempt  to  assess  the  value  of  the 
ieme.  At  the  qnd  of  this  period  the  doctors  concerned  were  approached  for 
ir  observations  and  the  findings  are  given  in  the  various  tables  and  remarks 
ch  follow.  Scunthorpe  is  served  by  12  practices  and  34  General  Practitioners, 
Die  no.  1  gives  further  information  on  the  distribution  of  the  doctors  to  the 
ctices  and  also  the  distribution  of  the  Geriatric  workers  among  the  practices, 
notice  no.  12  in  the  list  is  a  group  practice  with  three  partners  which  has 
branch  surgery  in  the  Borough  and  it  is  covered  by  the  scheme  but  it  has 
few  patients  in  the  Borough  that  the  comments  of  the  group  were  not  asked

1  .  At  present  the  scheme  is  selective  because  General  Practitioners  tend  to 
refer  only  the  Old  Age  Pensioners  they  are  treating  at  the  moment.

3.  Geriatric  Visitors  are  unable  to  cope  with  the  present  workload. 

4.  Liaison  with  General  Practitioners  should  be  much  closer  and  therefore 
more  Geriatric  Visitors  are  required. 

5.  Further  education  of  the  public  is  required  because  old  people  dislike 
outsiders.

7.  The  Geriatric  Visitor  does  not  know  enough  about  the  forms  and  services 

given  by  General  Practitioners. 

Suggestions 

1.  A  central  register  would  make  the  scheme  comprehensive  and  would  lead  to 
the  visits  of  doctors,  health  visitors,  geriatric  visitors  and  voluntary 
visitors  being  more  co-ordinated. 

2.  Health  Visitors  should  be  given  smaller  zones  irrespective  of  practices 

and  be  responsible  for  the  Old  Age  Pensioners  in  it. 

3.  Closer  liaison  between  all  the  different  classes  of  nurses  and  visitors 

would  result  in  more  prompt  visiting  and  more  prompt  action. 

4.  Integrate  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Geriatric  Visitors. 

Remarks 

1.  Many  problems  are  in  age  groups  not  covered  by  the  Geriatric  Visitors. 

2.  Some  continental  countries  have  a  full-time  Geriatric  Visitor  for  each 
9,000  patients,  who  is  responsible  for  filling  in  a  printed  statistical 
card  for  each  patient.

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This  table  shows  that  there  is  little  demand  for  visiting  below  the  age 
of  65  and  even  in  the  65-70  age  group  only  5%  are  considered  by  the  doctors 
to  be  in  need  of  visiting.  In  the  higher  age  groups  the  majority  of  the  old 
persons  are  known  to  the  department  and  received  some  form  of  care.  Many  of 
the  remainder  are  already  in  some  form  of  residential  accommodation  and  should 
not  be  regarded  as  requiring  a  visit  from  the  Health  and  Welfare  point  of  view.

I  is  to  be  incorporated  in  the  Health  Visitors  work  then  the  establishment 
I  Health  Visitors  will  require  to  be  increased  to  carry  the  extra  work 
I  ich  has  been  uncovered  by  the  scheme. 
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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


The  equivalent  of  sixteen  full-time  Home  Nurses  were  busily  employed 
throughout  the  year.  On  1st  January,  1 968 ,  31 3  cases  were  being  nursed  and 
1,161  new  cases  came  under  treatment  during  the  year. 

Of  the  new  cases,  435  were  medical  and  72 6  were  surgical.  Of  all  the 
cases  nursed,  82  were  under  five  years  old,  and  374  over  65  years  did. 

The  care  of  these  patients  required  47 » 587  visits  by  the  Home  Nurses 
during  1968,  1,569  more  than  in  1967  a  rise  of  3.4

The  'surgical'  cases  are  post-operative  patients  for  whom  dressings  etc. 
have  been  requested  after  their  return  home.  Attendance  on  major  surgical 
cases  remains  steady  but  there  has  been  a  rise  over  the  years  of  people  having 
minor  operations  and  being  discharged  home  the  same  day  or  shortly  after. 

These  operations  include  amputations  of  toes  for  gangrene,  biopsy  of  suspected 
breast  cancer  and  vasectomy. 

This  illustrates  three  important  trends  in  the  Health  Service  -  adequate 
treatment  of  minor  as  well  as  major  disabilities;  early  diagnosis;  and  family 
limitation. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  medical  cases  attended  over  the  same  perio 
reflects  the  increased  availability  of  effective  oral  treatments,  instead  of 
injections. 

Considering  the  blaze  of  publicity  which  often  takes  place  when  a  woman 
takes  over  a  job  that  only  men  have  done  before  -  this  is  often  referred  to 
as  the  'storming  of  a  male  citadel'  -  some  mention  must  be  made  of  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  Home  Nurses  is  now  male;  Mr.  R.  J.  Chivers  was  appointed  in 
1967  and  is  now  occupying,  with  no  fuss  or  bother,  a  position  in  what  was 
formerly  an  exclusively  female  domain. 
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BATHING  SERVICE 


Total  visits  by  Bathing  Attendants  -  4 ,281 

This  was  the  second  full  year  in  which  the  equivalent  of  two  whole-time 
|nrkers  were  employed  in  this  very  important  service,  which  adds  greatly  to 
H  le  comfort  and  hygiene  of  patients  nursed  in  their  own  homes,  while  sparing 
U  le  domestic  nursing  staff  for  their  essentially  nursing  duties.  4,281  visits 
U ?re  paid  by  the  bathing  attendants  in  1968  compared  with  4,153  in  1967,  an 
U  icrease  of  12&. 


ESSENTIAL  LAUNDRY  SERVICE 


Like  the  bathing  service,  this  service  is  complementary  to  the  Home 
I  jrsing  Service,  It  provides  for  the  issue,  collection  and  laundering  of 
I  :aw  sheets  as  required,  on  the  recommendation  of  any  doctor  or  a  member  of 
I  le  Health  and  Welfare  Department, 

During  the  year  250  cases  used  the  service,  a  25$  increase  over  the  198 
ises  who  used  it  in  1967,  In  203  cases  the  users  were  60  years  and  over. 

In  1 1 6  cases  the  service  was  required  for  a  period  in  excess  of  three 
Dnths, 


LOAN  OF  NURSING  EQUIPMENT 


Under  this  scheme,  items  of  nursing  equipment  are  available  for  issue 
n  loan  for  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home0  Among  the  major  items  issued 
uring  1968  were  46  hosp-? tal-type  bedsteads,  74  commodes,  42  dunlopillo 
attresses,  31  emresih  sets,  7  self-lifting  poles,  5  cot  sides,  one  hydraulic 
oist,  9  pulleys,  2  ripple  machines  and  68  wheelchairs, 

13,400  incontinence  underpads  were  issued  during  1968  at  a  cost  of  £201, 
ompared  with  10,500  in  1967,  at  a  cost  of  £171*  2s.  6d. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The  various  tables  of  figures  relating  to  this  disease  show  that  the  marked 
improvement  over  the  years  still  continues. 

The  number  of  new  notifications  this  year  is  a  new  very  low  record  total  of 
seven.  This  is  the  first  time  that  notifications  have  ever  dropped  below 
double  figures.  The  age  incidence  is  also  notable  in  that  no  children  or 
teenagers  were  notified.  It  is  now  routine  to  build  a  ring  of  immunity  round 
each  new  case  by  immunising  all  the  close  family  contacts.  It  is  also  routine  to 
immunise  all  the  school  children  who  need  the  inoculation  and  these  two 
procedures  combine  to  protect  our  young  people  ajmosu  completely  from  the 
ravages  of  this  particular  disease.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  is 
slowly  decreasing  and  this  slow  drop  can  be  expected  to  become  a  much  more  rapid 
one  as  the  younger  immunised  sector  of  the  population  replaces  the  older  and 
non-immunised  sector.  All  persons  appointed  by  the  Local  Authority  to  work 
with  children  are  carefully  examined  and  X-rayed  to  prevent  a  diseased  person 
from  putting  children  at  risk.  During  the  year  4  nurses,  129  teachers  and 
student-teachers  and  2  dental  staff  were  so  examined.

CERVICAL  AND  BREAST  CANCER  SCREENING  SERVICE 


This  service  continued  during  1968,  24  women  being  examined  at  4  sessions 
held  at  Parkinson  Avenue  Clinic,  and  511  women  being  examined  at  68  sessions 
at  Ashby  Clinic,  making  a  total  of  535  examinations .  This  represents  a 
considerable  falling  off  in  demand  from  1 9^7 »  when  1  ,245  cases  were  examined,, 

Out  of  the  535  cases,  7  were  found  to  be  positive,  or  1.3%.  This  is 
about  the  same  rate  as  in  1967* 

In  addition  19  cases  were  described  as  suspicious  in  that  they  showed 
"abnormal  cells,  which,  though  falling  short  of  the  description  of  malignant 
cells,  nevertheless  deviate  sufficiently  from  the  norm  to  create  apprehension." 
These  cases  are  being  carefully  followed  up. 

In  two  cases  it  proved  impossible  to  exclude  breast  'cancer  in  normal 
examination  and  these  cases  were  referred  to  their  General  Practitioners  for 
further  advice. 

In  21  cases  other  local  and  minor  conditions,  not  connected  with  malignancy 
and  often  unsuspected  by  the  patient,  were  discovered  during  examination  and 
referred  to  the  General  Practitioner. 

In  1968  the  practice  was  adopted  of  testing  the  urine  of  women  examined 
blood  was  found  on  1  occasion  and  albumen  in  8;  and  these  cases  were  also 
referred  for  investigation. 


THE  MARIE  CURIE  MEMORIAL  FOUNDATION  AREA  WELFARE  GRANT  SCHEME 


The  above  scheme  is  organised  by  the  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation  on 
a  national  scale  so  that  help  "in  kind"  may  be  given  to  necessitous  cancer 
patients  immediately  the  need  is  apparent,  and  without  any  administrative  delay. 

The  scheme  is  operated  locally  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Superintendent  Nursing  Officer,  who  are  given  block  grants  of  money  for  distribution 
as  considered  necessary.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  the  agent  of 
the  Foundation  through  an  imprest  account  to  be  used  at  his  discretion,  and 
accounted  for  retrospectively. 

£2  19s.  9do  was  expended  under  this  scheme  during  1968. 

The  "Day  and  Night  Nursing  Service"  of  the  same  Foundation  allows  nursing 
care  to  be  provided  at  home  during  emergency  periods.  It  is  designed  to  enable 
relatives  to  obtain  adequate,  rest  periods  from  their  nursing  responsibilities 
when,  for  example,  a  cancer  patient  is  awaiting  admission  to  hospital,  or 
during  the  terminal  stages  of  the  disease.  During  19^7?  £85  13s.  Id.  was 
expended  in  supplying  this  service  in  Scunthorpe. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


There  have  been  two  important  developments  in  immunisation  practice  during 
the  year. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  29/68  dated  28th  August,  1968  suggested  a 
change  in  the  programme  of  immunisations  based  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
Medical  Advisory  Committee.  They  recommended  that  immunisations  should  stsrt 
at  6  months  of  age  instead  of  3  months  and  that  the  intervals  between  doses 
should  be  longer. 

This  leaves  the  child  with  slightly  less  protection  in  the  earliest  months 
of  life  but  there  is  evidence  that  the  final  immunity  is  stronger  and  longer- 
lasting.  The  recommendations  were  immediately  accepted  in  the  Borough  clinics. 

The  second  development  was  the  introduction  of  the  measles  vaccine. 

The  Ministry  Circular  9/68  of  19th  March  asked  local  authorities  to  give 
the  measles  vaccine  to  all  susceptible  children  up  to  the  age  of  1 5  and  to  supply 
the  vaccine  to  general  practitioners.  Priority  was  to  be  given  to  the  4-7  year 
age  group. 

The  response  to  publicity  in  the  Borough  was  less  than  expected,  there  being 
some  apprehension  as  to  possible  side-effects.  This  at  least  meant  that  there 
was  no  shortage  of  vaccine  for  those  who  wanted  it  and  the  clinics  were  able  to 
cope  with  the  demand. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  backlog  had  been  cleared  and  the  measles 
vaccine  is  now  being  offered  to  all  children  as  they  enter  their  second  year  of 
life.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION,  1968 


The  work  of  making  the  population  of  the  country  healthy  and  of  keeping 
it  healthy  has  been  carried  on  in  an  organised  manner  for  well  over  a  hundred 
years  now  with  specially  trained  staff  advising  the  community  in  the  ways  and 
means  most  suitable  to  it  at  the  time.  These  ways  and  means  have  not  in  fact 
changed  greatly  for  many  years  but  the  emphasis  on  which  is  the  most  suitable 
means  has  changed  a  great  deal.  In  the  past  pure  food  and  water,  good  housing 
and  efficient  cleansing  of  the  surroundings  took  first  place,  later  the  use  of 
medicines  and  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  rose  to  first  priority  and  now 
the  most  important  is  the  teaching  of  health  rules  to  the  healthy  to  prevent 
them  from  becoming  ill.  This  is  the  function  of  Health  Education  and  this 
aspect  of  the  work  of  the  department  required  the  appointing  of  a  full  time 
Health  Education  Officer  to  give  it  direction  and  effectiveness. 

Pamphlets  and  advertising  matter  were  distributed  as  before,  and  certain 
points  were  emphasized  by  displays  in  the  Health  Department  itselfo  In 
addition  to  all  advice  biven  on  an  individual  basis,  the  following  lectures  and 
talks  were  given  by  members  of  the  health  Staff, 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gave  6  lectures  to  different  groups  of 

nurses,  * 


Mrs,  0“ Reilly,  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer,  gave  19  lectures  during 
the  year,  11  on  nursing  and  8  on  home  safety  and  emergency  midwifery,  2  talks 
os.  the  care  of  premature  babies  were  given  by  Mrs,  Snell, 

Mrs,  Sutherland,  Health  Visitor,  gave  a  series  of  talks  and  demonstrations 
on  mothercraf't  to  senior  girls  at  Ashby  Girls  School, 

The  Chiropodists  gave  five  film  shows,  with  short  talks  and  question 
answering  sessions  afterwards,  on  the  care  of  feet. 

The  following  lectures  were  given  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors §<= 

4  talks  tc  womens  organisations  on  refuse  disposal, 

5  talks  on  refuse  disposal,  5  talks  on  meat  inspection  and  3  on  hygiene 

were  given  to  students. 
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CHIROPODY 


For  nine  months  out  of  the  year,  the  services  of  only  two  chiropodists 
were  available  in  the  Borough.  A  third  chiropodist  was  appointed  at  the 
beginning  of  July,  but  he  resigned  at  the  end  of  September. 

During  the  year  7*724  treatments  were  given  to  1,778  persons.  In  1 9^7 
9,131  treatments  were  given  to  1,760  persons,  so  that  it  is  clear  that, 
though  roughly  the  same  number  of  persons  were  treated,  fewer  treatments 
were  given,  on  average,  to  each  person,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
chiropodists.  In  1967  each  person,  on  average,  received  5°2  treatments, 
but  in  1968  the  average  number  was  4*3® 

Of  the  treatments  given,  1 64  were  given  at  the  Lindsey  County  Council 
Old  Peoples  Homes,  5*249  were  given  at  the  Borough  Clinics,  and  2,301 
were  given  at  the  homes  of  those  patients  unable  to  travel  to  the  clinics. 
The  great  majority  of  patients  treated  were  elderly,  but  33  were  physically 
handicapped  and  21  were  expectant  mothers. 
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HOME  HELP  AND  SITTER-IN  SERVICE . 


The  table  below  summarizes  these  services  for  1968  Taking  both 
the  services  together ,  it  will  be  seen  that  491  cases  received  82,457^ 
hours  service  during  the  year,  Compared  with  1967,  when  459  cases 
received  85,327-4  hours  service  *  rather  more  people  required  rather 
fever  hours  service,,  The  most  marked  fall  was  in  the  Maternity  section, 
where  only  one  third  of  the  service  required  last  year  was  needed.,,  This 
reflects  the  increasing  proportion  of  hospital  deliveries  in  -Scunthorpe, 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  97  Home  Helps,  and  one  Sitter-in  were 
being  employed  on  a  part-time  basis. 

On  135  occasions,  when  the  Home  Help  or  Sitter-in  service  was  asked 
for,  investigation  revealed  an  alternative  solution  to  the  problem 
and  that  the  service  was  not,  in  fact,  required.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Mental  Health  Section  during  1968. 

Mr.  Armstrong  returned  from  Manchester  College  of  Commerce  on  15th  July, 

19685  having  successfully  completed  his  course  cf  studies  and  was  awarded  the 
Certificate  in  Social  Work  by  the  Council  for  Training  in  Social  Work. 

Mr.  Batten  commenced  at  Manchester  College  of  Commerce  on  16th  September, 
1968s  and  is  still  attending  his  course. 

Mr.  Baker  became  permanent  Mental..  Welfare  Officer  on  1st  October,  1968,  and 
Mr.  Yell  joined  the  staff  on  28th  October,  as  temporary  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

Admission  to  and  continued  stay  in,  hospital  or  guardianship  was  arranged  on 
the  following  occasions,  arranged  according  to  the  sections  of  the  Act  under  which 
action  was  taken.

77  Social  Histories  were  supplied  to  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  during  the 

year. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  paid  5? 536  after-care  and  pre-care  visits  during 
1968,  183  of  them  outside  "office  hours".  This  number  is  less  than  in  1967,  when 
6,254  supervisory  visits  were  paid. 

The  Ladies  Frlerfishi?  Circle  continued  tc  held  three  weekly  meetings  during  19 
two  morning  sessions  being  entirely  devoted  to  craft  instruction  and  the  afternoon 
session  alternating  between  craft  instruction  and  a  social  afternoon.  The  latter 
varied  from  travel  films,  lingerie  and  jewellery  parties  to  talks  on  a  variety  of 
subjects  such  as  blind  welfare,  prison  welfare,  crime  prevention,  the  theatre  etc. 
The  Salvation  Army  Choir  gave  an  Easter  concert  and  two  outings  to  Hornsea  Pottery 
and  Stapleford  Lion  Park,  were  held- 

Mrs.  Cropper,  in  her  dual  capacity  of  Club  Chairman  and  Mayor  of  Scunthorpe, 
entertained  members  at  the  Civic  Centre  on  27th  August,  1968.  Two  informal  socia 
evenings  were  held  at  Appleby  Frodingham  Social  Club. 

A  small  sale  of  work  was  held  in  May,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Ladies 
Chamber  of  Trade,  who  allowed  the  Club  facilities  at  their  coffee  mornings.  (A 
large  sale  cf  work  and  social  evening  was  held  in  November,  and  a  sum  of  £25  was 
collected  and  handed  to  Mr.  Cropper  for  the  Mayor's  Appeal  Pond.) 


The  Male  Psychiatric  Club  continued  tc  function,  but  due  to  having  to  use 
temporary  premises  it  was  not  possible  to  make  much  progress.  It  is  felt  that  th 
type  of  club  serves  an  extremely  useful  purposes  in  allowing  the  many  clients  to  m 
with  male  company  who,  under  normal  circumstances  they  would  not  be  able  to  meet. 
This  in  fact  serves  as  a  help  in  their  re-habilitation  after  discharge  from  hospit 
These  activities  could  be  extended  if  suitable  premises  were  provided. 
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SCUNTHORPE  JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE  AND  SPECIAL  CARE  UNIT 


On  1st  April,  1968,  the  administration  of  Scunthorpe  Junior  Training 
Centre  and  Special  Care  Unit  was  transferred  to  the  Borough  of  Scunthorpe  as 
part  of  the  arrangements  for  delegation  of  mental  health  service s» 

Lindsey  children  requiring  these  services  continue  to  attend  the  centre. 

At  the  time  of  transfer  there  were  35  children  attending  the  Junior 
Training  Centre  and  20  attending  the  Special  Care  Unit,  These  numbers 
remained  unchanged  during  the  year.  There  is  some  overcrowding  in  the 
Special  Care  Unit,  which  was  designed  for  only  twelve  children,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  reduce  the  number  attending  there  to  eighteen.

As  shown  in  the  table ,  at  31  <*12,67,  146  persons  were  registered  as  blind | 
during  1968 f  29  new  registrations  were  mad«|  1  case  already  registered  whilst 
resident  elsewhere  was  transferred  to  this  Authority^  16  oases  on  the  register 
diedj  8  left  the  area  -  thus  at  the  end  of  the  year  152  persons  in  the  Borough 
were  registered  as  blind. 

The  number  registered  as  partially  sighted  increased  by  4o  There  were 
12  new  registrations  and  2  transfers  into  the  areas  there  were  2  transfers  out 
to  another  Authority  and  6,  whose  sight  had  deteriorated,  were  transferred  to 
the  blind  register.  There  were  2  deaths. 

Owing  to  Mr,  Smith's  secondment  on  a  training  course,  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  visit  all  persons  on  the  register  monthly,  but  they  are  visited  as 
often  as  possible.  Of  the  43  persons  in  the  age  group  16-65,  16  are  in 
employment,  i,e,  9  in  sheltered  employment,  2  under  the  home  worker  scheme ,  and 
5  under  ordinary  employment  conditions.  This  incluies  both  blind  and  partially 
sighted.  The  remaining  27  are  either  not  available  for,  or  not  capable  of, 
employment* 

A  weekly  craft  class  is  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Lindsey  Blind  Society, 
Activities  are  mainly  of  an  occupational  nature ,  including  basketry  and  a  variety 
of  knitted  goods.  There  is  a  ready  sale  for  articles  produced. 

Meetings  of  a  social  nature  are  held  monthly  at  which  programmes  cf  interest 
to  the  blind  people  are  presented £  transport  to  these  meetings  is  provided  by 
the  Lindsey  Blind  Society* 

All  the  services  available  through  the  various  voluntary  Societies  are  made 
use  of  i,e,  radio  sets,  talking  books ,  braille  books,  dominoes ,  games,  watches, 
etc,,  through  the  R«N*I,B*  at  special  concession  rates* 

During  the  Summer,  holidays  were  arranged  for  10  blind  persons  at  R,N,IoB,, 
homes* 


During  the  course  of  all  activities  cf  a  craft  and  social  nature  much  nas 
depended  on  the  willing  and  cheerful  assistance  of  our  group  of  voluntary 
workers,  ^his,  plus  the  co-ordination  and  assistance  of  various  statutory 
authorities  has  dene  a  great  deal  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  blind  and 
partially  sighted  persons  within  the  Borough, 


To  mark  the  centenary  of  the  Royal  National  Institution  for  the  Blind,  all 
persons  registered  as  blind  received  a  voucher  to  the  value  of  £1  from  that 
Institution,  which  could  be  exchanged  for  goods  from  the  R,N,I,B,  or  put  towards 
holidays  at  R*N*I*B*  Homes,  Of  the  43  blind  persons  who  exchanged  their 
vouchers  for  goods,  35  chose  the  braille  alarm  clock,  the  rest  games,  writing 
materials,  etc, 

Mrs,  E,  F*  Dew  is  carrying  out  the  duties  of  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Blind 
while  Mr,  Smith  is  away  on  his  two  year  training  course*

As  shown  above,  the  number  of  persons  in  Scunthorpe  registered  with  the  Local 
Authority  as  being  seriously  and  permanently  physically  handicapped,  rose 
during  1968  from  254  to  301.  The  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1963 

was  139,  so  that  the  number  of  registered  disabled  has  more  than  doubled  in 
the  past  5  years. 

As  part  of  the  statutory  provision  for  the  welfare  of  these  persons,  many 
structural  alterations  and  adaptations  have  been  made.  The  works  done  have 
included  such  things  as  permanent  crossings,  the  construction  of  a  concrete 
driveway,  the  re-siting  of  cloths  posts,  provision  of  a  base  for  a  garage, 
the  removal  of  steps  and  the  provision  of  ramps,  as  well  as  the  supply  of 
hand  grips  and  handrails  as  necessary.  206  aids  and  appliances  were  issued 
during  the  year  on  long  term  loan  to  help  the  disabled  cope  more  efficiently. 

Miss  Grindell,  the  Borough  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Physically  Handicapped, 
visited  regularly  all  the  persons  on  the  register,  putting  them  in  touch,  as 
necessary,  with  other  branches  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  Scunthorpe  Branch 
of  the  Lindsey  Society  for  the  Handicapped,  which  is  concerned  in  the  organisation 
of  fund-raising  activities  and  in  the  provision  of  social  amenities  for  the 
Physically  Handicapped.  The  exertions  of  the  Lindsey  Society  for  the  Handicapped 
enabled  28  disabled  to  attend  a  pantomime  outing,  together  with  their  relatives 
and  friends,  33  to  attend  to  County  Rally  at  R.A.F.  Manby,  and  1 5  to  have  a 
holiday. 

Two  Sunday  afternoon  Church  Services  were  attended  by  53  disabled,  television 
licences  were  renewed  for  the  26  persons  and  sundry  grants  were  given  towards 
outstanding  bills  and  general  amenities,  in  addition  to  the  regular  fortnightly 
Social  Club  at  Bughtric  House,  where  there  was  a  Christmas  party  this  year, 
attended  by  19  disabled. 

Of  the  301  disabled,  153  are  over  65,  and  there  are  5  children  below  16, 
of  the  143  between  16  and  64,  IV  are  in  full-time  employment,  and  a  further  22 
attend  the  Remedial  Recreation  Club  Workshops.  11  of  those  over  65  were, 
at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  attending  the  recently  opened  Day  Centre  for 
the  elderly  at  34  High  Street. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  ages  and  disabilities  of  the  physically 
handicapped  persons  in  Scunthorpe,  the  disabilities  being  coded  in  accordance 
with  the  Medical  Research  Council  Code.

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THE  DAY  CENTRE  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 


The  end  of  the  year  saw  a  start  made  to  a  form  of  service  which  has 
long  been  needed  in  Scunthorpe,  and  of  which  the  potential  scope  is  very 
large  indeed .  On  2nd  December,  I968,  the  first  Day  Centre  for  the 
Elderly  started  at  34,  High  Street .  12  specially  selected  old  people, 

who,  through  general  frailty  or  some  specific  disability,  had  been 
house  bound,  sometimes  for  more  than  a  year,  were  transported  by  special 
carrier  to  34  High  Street,  where  they  had  lunch,  and  then  spent  the 
afternoon  indulging  in  social  or  craft  activity,  according  to  their 
preference,  to  be  taken  back  to  their  homes  after  a  light  tea0  At  the 
moment,  the  Day  Centre  is  only  being  run  on  two  days  a  week,  and  the 
problem  of  transport  has  been  found  to  be  extremely  difficult  and  time 
consuming,  but  it  is  hoped  to  expand  the  service  next  year*  It  is  very 
much  appreciated  by  the  old  people  who,  knowing  what  it  is  like  to  be 
lonely  and  housebound,  enjoy  the  opportunity  for  sociability* 


NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  ACT,  1948 

Section  60  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  of  1968, 
which  came  into  force  on  1st  November,  1968,  made  certain  changes  in  the 
Nursery  and  Child  Minders  Act  of  1948°  In  particular  it  defined  a 
"substantial  part  of  a  day"  as  a  period  of  two  hours  or  longer,  and  this 
made  it  obligatory  on  all  playgroups  to  register  after  that  date.  This 
made  little  change  in  Scunthorpe,  where  13  playgroups,  with  places  for  a 
total  number  of  322  children  were  already  registered,  but  all  registrations 
were  brought  up  to  date  in  accordance  with  the  new  regulations* 

There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  persons  registered  as  childminders 
in  the  Borough  under  the  Act,  which  remained  as  seven,  registered  to  look 
after  a  total  of  29  children. 
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WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF 


During  1968,  the  Lincolnshire  Deaf  Committee  continued  to  be 
responsible  for  the  Welfare  services  for  all  people  in  the  Borough 
registered  as  deaf. 

Mr.  K.  D.  Jones,  continued  as  Senior  Social  Welfare  Officer  for  the 
Deaf,  together  with  Mrs.  K.  D.  Jones,  also-a  Social  Welfare  Officer  for 
the  Deaf,  but  on  a  part-time  basis. 

At  the  end  of  1968,  33  persons  in  Scunthorpe  were  registered  as 
deaf  without  speedh,  inasmuch  as  they  had  no  useful  hearing  and  their 
usual  mode  of  communication  was  by  signs,  finger-spelling  or  writing, 

14  were  registered  as  deaf  with  speech,  inasmuch  as,  with  or  without  a 
hearing  aid,  they  had  little  or  no  useful  hearing  but  normally  communicated 
by  speech,  listeneing  and  lip-reading,  and  162  were  registered  as  hard  of 
hearing,  inasmuch  as  they  had,  with  a  hearing  aid,  some  useful  hearing 
and  normally  communicated  by  speech,  listening  and  lip-reading. 

Included  in  the  above  figures  there  are  34  children  tinder  sixteen 
who  are  registered  as  being  in  need  of  the  welfare  services  for  the 
deaf. 
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GENERAL  WELFARE 


In  1967  for  the  first  time  the  County  Council  approved  an  establishment  of 
one  general  purpose  welfare  officer  in  the  town  and  the  value  of  this  extension 
of  the  service  can  now  be  clearly  seen.  It  has  quickly  grown  into  a  section 

in  its  own  right  and  continues  to  develop  its  supporting  role  to  the  specialist 
Health  and  Welfare  Officers  of  the  department.  It  has  also  served  as  a  point  of 
advice  and  referral  to  a  wide  variety  of  organisations  and  persons  in  the  town. 

1,210  interviews  were  carried  out  and  a  general  outline  of  the  problems 
dealt  with  is  given:- 

1 o  Family  Problems 

These  include  inter-personal  relationship  difficulties,  debts,  provision  of 
furnishings  and  clothing,  rehabilitation  into  new  homes,  support  through  advice, 
guidance  in  budgeting,  family  problems  and  bereavements

2.  The  Elderly 

Considerable  time  was  spent  working  on  the  problems  of  the  elderly.  E.g. 
Enlisting  the  aid  of  relatives,  arranging  convalescent  holidays  and  short  term 
care,  arranging  for  voluntary  vi siting?  providing  supportive  visits. 
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3.  Immigrants 

Thirty-six  visits  were  paid  to  immigrants  coming  to  the  town  from  Ports  of 
Entry,  to  ensure  that  they  understood  how  to  use  the  health  services.  Because 
of  the  language  difficulty  often  encountered,  this  is  very  time-consuming  work, 
often  entailing  at  least  two  or  three  visits  in  the  twenty-one  days  following 
arrival.

4.  Accommodation 

Into  this  group  are  placed  all  those  whose  initial  problem  seemed  to  be  one  of 
accommodation,  ranging  in  need  from  lodging  accommodation  for  single  men  or 
unmarried  women  with  babies  to  families  seeking  help  in  an  approach  to  the 
Borough  Council  Housing  Department  for  exchange  of  tenancy  or  rehousing. 
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5=  Behaviour  Problems 

Ranging  in  nature  from  youths  unable  to  obtain  or  hold  jobs  to  vagrants  in  need 
of  a  bath  and  change  of  clothes  and  accommodation.

6.  Financial  Problems 

Into  this  group  came  those  who  appeared  at  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department 
door,  often  in  despair  following  visits  to  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security 
without  receiving  benefit  following  loss  of  benefit  rights  after  sickness  or 
unemployment.  Usually  these  situations  are  resolved  following  contact  with 
the  departments  concerned  by  the  social  worker.

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7,  Marital  Problems 


The  majority  of  these  cases  were  women  deserted  by  husbands  or  cohabitees, 
seeking  advice  re«  separation  procedure  and  how  to  obtain  financial  upkeep, 
transfer  of  house  tenancy  rights  etc0  A  number  of  persons  were  referred  to 
the  Marriage  Guidance  Council  in  the  town. 

The  Borough  was  fortunate  to  receive  a  considerable  number  of  gifts  of  furniture 
for  distribution  to  the  needy.  This  service  could  be  quickly  expanded  but  the 
first  two  requirements  of  a  spacious  clean  dry  store  and  a  suitable  delivery 
van  are  not  as  yet  fully  available 0  A  suitable  vehicle  and  a  good  store  are 
necessary  to  give  expression  to  the  remarkable  good  will  and  generosity  shown 
to  the  department  by  the  people  of  Scunthorpe* 
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The  Remedial  Recreational  Centre  -  Oswald  Road 


Early  in  1968  the  work  on  the  conversion  of  the  property  was  completed 
and  the  activities  of  the  centre  have  been  increased  to  include  weaving, 
dress-making,  pottery  basket  work  as  well  as  the  traditional  joinery  and 
metalwork. 

During  the  year  the  centre  made  a  number  of  items  for  the  newly 
formed  playgroups  within  the  Borough  and  also  put  on  a  display  during 
’’Family  Day”  at  Quibell  Park  which  created  a  lot  of  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  centre. 

In  November  Mrs,  P<  Jones  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  post  of 
Occupational  Therapist  in  the  borough  on  a  part-time  basis  and  was 
instrumental  in  planning  a  new  cookery  unit  for  the  training  of  disabled 
ladies. 

Items  made  at  the  centre  include  bathmats,  shopping  bags,  ash  trays, 
aprons,  slippers,  step-ladders,  pokers  as  well  as  many  specially  ordered 
pieces  of  furniture  and  equipment  such  as  baby  measurers  for  the  Hospitals. 
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D  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SECTION 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER,  1 968 


Of  the  14,514  children  attending  the  Borough  Schools  this  year,  3,760 
were  given  routine  medical  inspections  under  the  scheme  at  present  in  force, 
according  to  which  all  children  are  examined  on  three  occasions  during  their 
school  career,  as  entrants,  as  intermediates,  and  as  leavers „ 

In  the  3,760  children  examined,  1,010  defects  were  discovered  which 
were  either  being  treated  or  required  treatment,  or  were  being  observed,  or 
should  be  being  observed  -  in  as  much  as  treatment  might  possibly  be 
indicated  -  by  their  general  practitioners,  or  a  consultant  physician.,  In 
another  681  cases  a  defect  was  discovered  which  merely  required  observation 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers  themselves,  in  as  much  as  the  defects  were 
such  as  were  likely  to  get  better  without  treatment,  and  this  process  of 
improvement  could  not  be  speeded  by  any  treatment,,  These  figures  were  a 
little  lower,  both  absolutely  and  proportionately,  than  in  I967,  when 
4,137  children  were  examined,  and  474° 3  defects  requiring  treatment  or 
observation  were  discovered  per  thousand  children  examined,  instead  of  the 
450  per  thousand  children  examined  discovered  this  year,  but  are  very 
similar.  The  greatest  number  of  defects  were  visual. 

It  has  been  routine  for  many  ygars  for  the  hearing  and  vision  of  all 
entrants  to  be  tested  during  their  first  few  months  at  school,  and  the  vision 
checked  again  four  years  later.  In  1968  this  re-examination  has  been 
extended  to  include  hearing  as  well  as  vision,  this  extra  precaution  having 
become  possible  through  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  audiometrician's  time. 
Though  rather  less  than  a  quarter  of  the  nine  year  olds  were  examined  this 
year,  as  the  scheme  was  not  brought  into  force  till  September,  it  would 
appear  that  this  use  of  the  audiometrician's  time  is  likely  to  be  profitable. 
The  proportion  of  deaf  children  discovered  per  100  9-year  olds  examined  is 
only  a  little  lower  than  the  proportion  of  deaf  children  discovered  per  100 
5-year  olds  examined.  Thus  the  pattern  appears  likely  to  be  the  same  for 
hearing  as  for  vision,  where  the  9-year  old  check  up  has  long  been  known  to 
be  amply  justified  by  results. 

The  change-over  to  comprehensive  education  came  into  effect  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year.  One  of  the  consequences  of  this  change,  which 
included  the  merging  of  Ashby  Secondary  School  with  the  Frederick  Gough 
Grammar  School  to  form  the  Frederick  Gough  Comprehensive  School,  was  that 
the  medical  care  of  the  pupils  at  Ashby  Secondary  School  became  the  direct 
responsibility  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  as  the  Frederick  Gough 
Comprehensive  School  is  not  within  the  Borough. 

With  the  change  to  the  comprehensive  system  it  is  hoped  to  return  to 
the  old  method  whereby  the  entrants  medical  examination  was  given  at  the 
Infants  school,  the  intermediate  medical  examination  at  the  Junior  School, 
and  the  "leavers"  medical  examination  at  the  Secondary,  now  Comprehensive 
School.  Owing  to  the  pressure  of  the  11+  on  the  Junior  School,  the 
intermediate  examinations  have  for  some  time  been  carried  out  during  the 
first  year  at  the  Secondary  School,  but  this  has  spoiled  the  balance  of  the 
scheme.  In  order  to  return  to  the  former,  more  sensible  plan,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  examine,  in  one  year,  both  the  "intermediates"  in  the  first 
year  at  Comprehensive  schools  and  the  "intermediate^'  in  the  last  year  of 
the  junior  schools.

DENTAL  REPORT  1968 


Staff  Changes 

Mr.  Traynor  resigned  in  June  19^8  and  Nr. .  McCutcheon  joined  the  staff 
in  September  of  that  year.  Miss  Hopkinson  the  Dental  Auxiliary  in  the  Ashby 
area  resigned  in  November,  19^8. 

Due  to  a  number  of  factors  the  School  Dental  Service  in  Scunthorpe 
during  1 9^8  was  not  fully  operational.  Owing  to  illness  there  was  no  Dental 
Officer  working  regularly  at  Parkinson  Avenue  Clinic  for  the  first  five 
months  of  the  year.  Some  months  elapsed  between  Mr.  Traynor  leaving  and 
Mr.  McCutcheon  joining  the  staff.  During  this  period  only  an  emergency 
service  was  available  at  the  Ashby  Dental  Clinic,  and  Riddings  Dental  Clinic 
had  to  be  closed  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  It  was  not  until  September  that 
normal  School  Dental  Services  were  resumed  at  the  Ashby  and  Scunthorpe 
Clinics. 

Dental  Health 


The  two  Dental  Auxiliaries,  Kiss  Robinson  and  Miss  Hopkinson  visited 
primary  schools  in  the  town  giving  talks  and  showing  films  on  Dental  Health. 
For  the  first  time  they  visited  Playgroups  in  the  town.  It  is  appreciated 
small  children  will  only  have  a  very  limited  understanding  of  Dental  Health, 
but  it  is  hoped  to  arouse  their  interest  in  basic  oral  hygiene  by  showing 
them  short  length  cartoon  films,  telling  stories,  and  using  toys  and  models 
to  demonstrate  tooth  brushing.  Oral  hygiene  is  very  important  in  this'  age 
group.  There  are  still  many  children  in  the  2-5  age  range  whose  teeth  are 
carious,  to  carious  even  to  be  filled. 

The  adding  of  fluoride  to  the  Towns  water  supply  was  begun  in  March, 

1968.  I t  is  hoped  to  reach  a  maximum  concentration  of  1  part  per  million. 
This  has  been  found  to  be  the  concentration  which  while  giving  teeth  a  higher 
resistance  to  caries  does  not  cause  mottling  of  the  teeth. 

A  survey  of  children's  teeth  began  this  year  and  will  continue  for  the 
next  7  years.  The  results  are  recorded  and  will  be  compared  with  those  found 
in  a  similar  survey  in  the  control  town  of  Corby,  Northamptonshire,  where 
there  is  very  little  fluoride  in  the  water  supply.  We  should  also  be  able 
to  compare  the  D.M.P.  figures  of  children  seen  in  the  early  years  of  the 
survey  against  the  D.M.F.  figures  obtained  in  the  later  years  of  the  survey. 
One  hopes  to  see  an  improvement,  especially  in  children  under  six  years  of 
age.

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CHILD  GUIDANCE  AND  SCHOOL  PSYCHOLOGICAL  SERVICE 


102  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  above  service  at  its  clinic 
in  Collum  Lane,  Ashby,  during  1968.  Dr.  G.  Mck.  Nicholl,  Consultant 
Psychiatrist,  North  and  West  Lindsey,  in  his  report  to  the  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer,  Lindsey,  stressed  the  difficulties  arising 
from  the  lack  of  a  realistic  social  worker  establishment,  but  noted 
that,  in  Scunthorpe,  the  presence  of  trainee  social  worker  should, 
in  the  long  term  outlook,  assist  the  staffing  situations. 

Seminars  are  held  by  Dr.  Nicholl  for  probation  officers  and 
health  visitors.  As  Dr.  Nicholl  states  in  his  report,  the  Health 
Visitor  seminars  are  especially  valuable,  in  that  those  workers 
most  closely  associated  with  the  early  physical  supervision  of  the 
child  will  also  be  aware  of  the  early  emotional,  problems.  I  am 
very  gratefil  to  Dr.  Nicholl  for  his  efforts  in  training  and 
broadening  the  outlook  of  the  Health  Visitor,  making  their  work  more 
interesting  and  satisfying.

This  report  is  a  direct  result  of  the  interest  shown  in  this  problem 
by  the  present  Mayor  of  the  town  Councillor  Adamson,,  The  questions  he 
raised  could  not  be  answered  without  a  survey  being  carried  outc  It  deals 
with  the  availability  of  methods  for  calling  the  doctor,  the  ambulance  or 
the  police  in  an  emergency .  The  old  persons  flats  and  bungalows  age  in 

general  built  in  small  groups  and  three  groups,  th  Keelby  Road,  the  Pr.yme 

Road  and  the  Peterborough  Road  groups  are  exceptional  in  being  warden 
assisted  and  in  having  a  built  in  alarm  system  to  the  warden’s  quarters « 

The  Borough  Health  and  Welfare  Department  has  distributed  122  bell  and  buzzer 
alarms  to  the  elderly  in  all  parts  of  Scunthorpe «,  However  these  can  only 

alert  passers  by  or  neighbours  or  the  police  and  a^e  dependent  on  somebody 

seeing  or  hearing  themD  Tne  report  shows  the  location  of  the  various  groups 
of  old  .aged  persons  dwellings  together  wc cn  the  number  oi  dwe .lings  in  ea.h 
group  and  the  approximate  distance  to  the  nearest  public  telephone .

Observations 

It  was  found  that  public  telephones  could  only  be  seen  from  a  few  of-the 
groups  and  that  no  direction  signs  were  available.  It  was  also  found  that 
many  people  did  not  know  where  the  nearest  public  telephone  was.  Some  of 
the  old  people  were  worried  about  the  fact  that  there  was  no  telephone  handy 
and  many  said  they  did  not  want  to  use  a  telephone  especially  if  it  was  of 
the  modern  dialling  type  which  they  did  not  know  how  to  handle.

Suggestions  for  Further  Consideration 

1.  Use  of  the  ordinary  telephone 

a)  Installation  of  'phones  in  the  homes  of  selected  elderly  persons 
who  are  agreeable  and  who  know  how  to  use  a  'phone  and  who  will  act  as 
local  emergency  calling  point. 

b)  Ask  the  G.P-0.  to  install  a  public  ’phone  booth  in  each  group. 

c)  A  'Good  Neighbour'  scheme  might  be  evolved  whereby  a  telephone 
might  be  available  for  emergency  calls  in  the  house  of  a  public  spirited 
volunteer  welfare  worker - 

2,  The  use  of  specialized  simple  one  point  call  telephones. 

a)  An  extension  of  the  warden  assisted  scheme  whereby  a  call  point 
from  some  of  the  groups  could  be  added  to  the  present  wardens  call 
systemc 

b)  A  call  'phone  from  a  central  point  in  each  group  connected  only 
to  one  essential  uoint  e  <g,  police  or  ambulance  station  or  telephone 

exchange  where  all  calls  would  be-.interpreted  and  sorted  out. 
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Other  Suggestions 


1 .  Improved  sign  posting  of  public  telephones  might  be  a  help. 

2.  Cards  giving  directions  to  the  nearest  public  ’phone  could  be  given 
to  each  old  person. 

3.  The  Civil  Defence  Scheme  of  first  aid  houses  could  possibly  be  widened 
to  include  an  emergency  call  and  aid  system  for  the  elderly. 

4.  The  various  voluntary  bodies  might  be  consulted. 

5.  Some  guidance  might  be  obtained  on  what  is  a  reasonable  distance 
for  an  elderly  person  to  walk.  Also  any  undue  ha  ards  that  may  be 
involved  in  the  journey  e.g.  Area  4  nearest  telephone  is  across  the 
Queensway  and  an  excited  elderly  person  might  be  considered  to  be  more 
liable  to  be  run  down  crossing  this  busy  thoroughfare  than  by  travelling 
a  longer  distance  on  quieter  rodds. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  :  EDI  CAL  OFFICER  OF  I3EALTH 


ON  THE  DENTAL  SERVICE  IN  THE  BOROUGH 


The  County  Council  received  a  report  on  the  Dental  Service  in  the  County 
in  August  1967?  this  report  dealt  with  the  County  only  and  specifically 
excluded  any  consideration  of  the  position  of  the  service  within  the  Borough. 

When  this  was  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  County,  the  County  agreed  to 
review  the  Borough  Establishment  in  the  light  of  this  report  when  the  report 
had  been  considered  by  the  County  Council. 

The  report  has  been  considered  and  has  been  approved  by  the  County  Council 
and  has  resulted  in  the  County  Dental  Establishment  being  raised  to  the  new 
level  of  sixteen  dentists,  eight  ordinary  dentists  and  eight  senior  dental 
officers.  Several  years  ago  the  County  and  the  Borough  agreed  that 
Establishment  should  be  based  on  requirements  and  not  on  availability  of 
staff.  A  scheme  of  administration  for  the  Borough  proposed  that  the  town 
should  be  divided  into  four  dental  areas,  each  area  dentist  to  be  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  his  area  and.,  for  the  supervision  of  a  dental 
auxiliary.  This  plan  cannot  be  put  into  full  operation  until  there  are 
four  paired  surgeries  available  in  the  town  and  this  is  not  likely  to  be 
for  several  years  to  come,, as  an  interim  measure  it  was  recommended  that  the 
number  of  Area  Dental  Officers  be  increased  as  the  new  paired  surgeries  became 
available.  The  first  step  in  this  plan  was  put  into  operation  when  the  one 

and  only  Borough  Dental  Officer  was  made  an  Area  Dental  Officer.  The  second 

step  was  taken  when  the  Ashby  Clinic  came  into  operation  and  a  second  Area 
Dental  Officer  was  obtained.  Since  January,  1 9^7 »  the  third  paired  surgery 
has  been  available  but  the  County  Council  has  not  approved  the  third  Area 
Dental  Officer,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  dentist  was  found  who  was  willing 
to  come  on  the  area  grading. 

Ministry  recommendations  are  that  the  town  would  be  properly  staffed  by 
a  team  of  five  dentists  but  it  is  known  that  ordinary  dental  officers  are 
not  attracted  to  the  School  Dental  Service  by  the  low  salary  structure  and 
are  unobtainable  locally.  The  County  has  agreed  to  an  establishment  of  five 
Dental  Officers  duly  assessed  on  requirement  but  will  only  approve  two  Senior 

Officers.  The  Borough  Plan  postulates  that  the  town  will  be  well  served  by 

four  Senior  Officers  and  four  Dental  Auxiliaries.  Administratively  the 
Borough  Plan  has  the  advantage  that  the  Area  Dental  Officers  spend  maximum 
time  on  chairside  work  and  minimum  time  on  administration,  so  much  so  that 
no  obvious  loss  of  chairside  time  results.  If  on  the  other  hand  the  Area 
Dental  Officer  is  made  responsible  for  the  work  of  an  ordinary  officer  then 
his  administrative  time  must  be  increased  and  this  usually  accounts  for  one 
or  two  chairside  sessions  lost  per  week  on  administration  alone. 

The  financial  aspects  of  the  Borough  Scheme  are  also  interesting,  the 
Establishment  which  the  County  has  imposed  on  the  Borough  of  two  Area  Dental 
Officers,  three  Ordinary  Dentists,  five  Auxiliaries  and  ten  Assistants,  if 
fully  implemented  gives  a  wage  bill  £24,970  per  annum.  The  Establishment 
asked  for  by  the  Borough  of  four  Area  Dental  Officers,  four  Auxiliaries  and 
eight  Assistants  would  give  a  wage  bill  of  £21,128  per  annum.  The  Establishment 
for  which  the  Borough  is  at  present  asking  of  three  Area  Dental  Officers, 
three  Auxiliaries  and  six  Assistants  would  given  a  wage  bill  of  £15*846  per 
annum.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Borough  Scheme  at  present  costs  £9,000  less 
than  the  Establishment  the  County  has  imposed  on  the  Borough  and  that  even 
if  the  Borough  Scheme  were  implemented  fully  with  four  Area  Dental  Officers 
then  it  would  still  cost  £4,000  less  than  the  present  County  Scheme  for  the 
Borough . 


There  appears  to  be  little  hope  of  filling  the  three  vacancies  in  Scunthorpe 
Dental  Establishment  for  Ordinary  Dentists  nor  the  many  vacancies  in  the  County 
Establishment  for  Ordinary  Dentists,  in  the  forseeable  future  and  it  is  therefore 
suggested  that  a  Trainee  Scheme  similar  to  the  other  Trainee  Schemes  should  be 
introduced  whereby  Students  who  undertake  to  work  in  the  Area  after  qualification 
receive  a  salary  while  training.  The  duration  of  training  could  be  a  measure 
of  the  length  of  time  they  remain  committed  to  work  for  the  Borough  or  the  County. 
At  the  present  time  many  Students  receive  Education  Authority  Grants  and  do  not 
undertake  to  remain  in  the  Country,  far  less  in  the  County.  These  Students 
might  well  accept  a  somewhat  higher  payment  as  trainees  and  commit  themselves 
to  serve  the  County  for  a  reasonable  number  of  years  in  return  for  the  payments. 

A  comparison  between  the  County  and  the  Borough,  so  far  as  Dental  Establish¬ 
ment  is  concerned  brings  out  the  following  figures

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  the  County  Council  has  once  again 
been  less  than  generous  in  its  dealings  with  Scunthorpe. 

Using  the  County  Council's  own  standards,  three  Area  Dental  Officers  for 
the  Borough  would  give  one  Senior  for  5,000  children. 


SUMMARY 

This  report  suggests 

1 .  That  the  Borough  be  worked  on  an  administrative  plan  of  Area  Dental 
Officers  only.  Three  Area  Dental  Officers  at  present,  rising  to 
four  Area  Dental  Officers  when  the  Uestcliff  Clinic  is  built. 

2.  That  this  would  be  an  efficient  administrative  pattern  and  would 
also  be  a  considerable  saving  in  overall  costs. 

3.  That  a  Trainee  Scheme  for  Dentists  be  implemented. 

4.  That  the  County  have  once  more  given  less  generous  consideratio  to 
the  Borough  Establishment  than  they  have  to  the  County  when  that 
Establishement  was  reviewed.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  ON  THE  POSSIBLE  USES  OF  THE 

SCUNTHORPE  BRITISH  RAILWAYS  HOSTEL  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  REVIEW  OF  CAPITAL 

PROJECTS  FOR  THE  NEXT  THREE  YEARS 


This  year  the  review  contains  three  new  projects. 

They  are : -  1 .  Geriatric  Psychiatric  Lay  Centre . 

2.  Geriatric  Day  Centre. 

3.  Workshop  for  the  elderly. 

These  and  other  services  for  the  aged  are  now  available  in  other  parts 
of  the  country  but  they  are  completely  non-existent  in  Scunthorpe  and  therefore 
a  few  words  of  explanation  of  each  project  is  given :- 

1 .  Geriatric  Psychiatric  Day  Centre 

Old  people  become  very  forgetful  and  are  a  great  worry  to  their  relatives 
who  find  the  strain  of  always  watching  them,  a  burden  which  should  be  lightened 
by  the  community. 

If  an  old  person  is  so  forgetful  that  she  might  turn  on  the  gas  to  boil 
a  kettle  and  then  forget  to  light  the  gas  or  if  she  becomes  so  absent  minded 
that  she  will  forget  to  put  on  her  outdoor  clothes  when  going  shopping  or 
forget  whether  she  has  had  a  midday  meal  or  not,  then  a  geriatric  psychiatric 
day  centre  is  the  solution.  In  the  centre  such  persons  would  be  cared  for 
and  entertained  for  the  day  and  given  suitable  meals  and  then  sent  home  for 
the  night,  thus  relieving  the  relatives  of  a  great  deal  of  worry  and  freeing 
them  for  other  duties.  These  persons  are  in  no  sense  hospital  cases  or 
ex-hospital  cases. 

2.  Geriatric  Day  Centre 

Old  people  who  are  very  lonely  because  they  are  living  alone  and  have 
not  the  initiative  to  seek  their  own  old  folk's  clubs  and  associations  could 
be  catered  for  in  a  Geriatric  Lay  Centre  and  given  meals,  exercises,  chiropody, 
some  minor  attention  to  cuts  and  bruises  and  also  a  periodic  medical  check-up 
and  be  sent  home  each  evening.  These  persons  need  encouragement. 

3.  Workshop  for  the  Elderly 

Elderly  people  who  are  past  retiring  age  but  who  are  still  capable  of 
working  can  be  encouraged  to  work  part-time  on  piecework  in  the  workshop 
and  can  easily  earn  enough  to  make  the  workshop  self-supporting.  In  this 
way  old  people  may  regain  a  sense  of  respect  and  pride  in  being  a  useful 
member  of  the  community. 

These  schemes  are  all  part  of  the  general  pattern  of  welfare  of  the  elderly 
which  includes  other  schemes  such  as  meals  on  wheels  and  luncheon  clubs. 
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Parliamentry  authority  for  this  kind  of  development  could  he  cited  in 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194-6,  Section  28,  which  gives  local  authorities 
permission  to,  quote  "make  arrangements  for  the  purpose  of  preventive  care 
and  after  care  of  illness"  and  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  31 
which  gives  authority  "for  providing  meals  and  recreation  for  old  people  in 
their  homes  or  elsewhere."  The  Public  Health  Act,  1968,  however,  clarifies 
the  position  in  stating  that  a  Local  Authority  "may  make  arrangements  for 
promoting  the  welfare  of  old  people,"  Section  45* 

The  aim  of  keeping  the  elderly  fit  and  healthy  for  as  long  as  possible, 
is  of  course  part  of  preventive  medicine.  It  is  also  economically  wise 
because  it  costs  more  money  to  keep  old  people  in  Part  III  accommodation 
and  hospital  beds  than  it  does  to  keep  them  at  home  and  assist  them  to  be 
healthy.  Old  people  have  several  simple  and  reasonably  clear  requirements, 
they  require  suitable  good  food,  they  require  to  be  encouraged  to  do  simple 
physical  exercises  and  sometimes  to  do  remedial  exercises.  They  require 
the  mental  stimulation  that  social  and  recreational  contacts  with  other  people 
of  their  own  age  give.  They  also  may  require  such  services  as  chiropody, 
hair-washing,  bathing  and  vitamin  supplements  to  their  diets.  Old  people 
tend  to  become  careless  and  lethargic  and  require  encouragement.  The  value 
of  routine  medical  check  ups  for  the  elderly  has  already  been  established 
in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Where  these  have  been  started  a  high 
proportion  of  elderly  people  have  been  found  to  have  ailments  v/hich  have 
been  ignored  by  the  patient  and  relatives  or  accepted  as  being  part  of  growing 
old.  By  detecting  these  conditions  at  an  early  stage  serious  illness  or 
break-down  may  be  prevented  thus  relieving  the  strain  on  the  curative  medical 
services.  Such  preventative  work  must,  of  course,  be  conducted  in  close 
liason  with  the  elderly  person’s  own  family  doctor. 

All  these  projects  have  been  put  forward  this  year  because  the  Scunthorpe 
British  Railways  Hostel  has  suddenly  become  available  and  offers  an  immediate 
wonderful  opportunity  to  take  a  giant  step  forward  in  the  Borough  which  will 
possibly  never  again  occur.  Full  credit  for  appreciating  the  opportunity 
offered  must  go  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Borough  Health  and  Welfare  Committee, 
Councillor  Nottingham,  who  drew  my  attention  to  the  availability  of  the 
hostel  and  asked  me  to  investigate  its  potential.  The  hostel  itself  is  a 
residential  one  and  has  sixty-three  small  rooms  and  all  the  services  required 
for  such  a  hostel.  The  unit  is  centrally  heated  and  there  is  an  exceptionally 
large  well  equipped  kitchen  and  dining  room  as  well  as  a  billiards  room. 

The  attention  of  the  County  Council  was  drawn  to  it,  as  a  possible  residential 
home  for  old  persons,  and  County  Councillors  and  Officers  came  over,  inspected 
it,  and  turned  it  down  as  being  unsuitable  for  County  requirements.  Allied 
to  the  new  projects  there  are  further  advantages,  the  meals  for  the  Meals  on 
Wheels  Service  and  for  the  new  Luncheon  Clubs,  which  will  be  started  in  the 
Community  Centres  could  easily  be  prepared  in  the  central  kitchen.  The 
Essential  Laundry  Service  could  be  transferred  to  the  hostel  instead  of  being 
sent  to  Brigg.  Some  laundry  equipment  would  be  required.  The  psychiatric 
social  clubs  might  well  use  the  hostel  for  their  meetings.  If  no  suitable 
alternative  can  be  found,  the  storage  facilities  at  the  old  Labour  Exchange 
might  well  be  transferred  to  the  hostel.  A  few  cubicles  might  be  retained 
to  serve  as  a  temporary  Holiday  Home  for  suitable  cases.  The  premises 
would  not  be  expensive  to  alter  because  the  cubicles  are  formed  by  easily 
removable  partitions.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  would  be  mainly  under  the 
following  headings :- 

1 .  Purchase  price . 

2.  Annual  Running  Costs. 

3.  Staff  employed. 
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This  could  be  offset  by  income  from:- 


1 .  Meals  supplied  and  paid  for. 

2.  Workshop  profits. 

3.  Hidden  savings  from  reductions  in  number  of  persons  admitted 
to  Part  III  or  hospital  accommodation. 

4.  Reduction  in  costs  of  meals  on  wheels. 

The  Borough  and  County  Treasurers  might  well  be  asked  to  supply  figures.

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Comment 


In  1962  the  then  Minister  of  Health  directed  that  all  local  authorities 
produce  a  10  year  plan  of  future  capital  projects  and  that  each  year 
the  plan  be  updated  by  one  year.  Any  one  year's  report  is  not  easily 
appreciated  without  the  background  information  sup; lied  by  the  reports 
for  1962  onwards  and  therefore  the  1 962  report  is  given  in  an  abreviated 
form  with  notes  on  what  has  become  of  each  of  the  original  projects. 

This  year's  report  is  also  given  and  can  be  seen  as  only  the  most 
recent  phase  in  a  continuing  process.  However,  the  1 968  review  of 
capital  projects  called  for  by  the  Minister  was  restricted  by  him  to 
projects  which  had  a  good  chance  of  being  started  in  any  one  of  the 
next  3  years  and  is  therefore  only  a  3  year  projection  of  probable 
schemes.  A  few  other  proposals  have  been  presented  since" 1 962  but 
have  not  found  a  permanent  place  in  the  scheme.  Probably  the  most 
important  of  these  was  the  scheme  to  overcome  the  shortage  of  geriatric 
beds  oy  starting  a  residential  nursing  home  for  old  persons  which  would 
be  staffed  and  run  by  Home  Helpers  and  District  Nurses.  This  would  be 
an  efficient  method  of  using  this  type  of  staff  and  would  have  an 
immediate  effect  on  what  is  probably  the  most  urgent  problem  in  the 
Borough  at  present.  This  scheme  got  to  ministry  level  but  was  so 
firmly  squashed  there  that  it  is  pointless  to  put  it  in  the  list  of 
projects.
